Her besuti-
ful monument—made of Winnsboro
granite, with guards of bronze life-sizo
Confederate soldiers, one an infantry-
man, the other and artilleryman, stand-
ing on each side of the main shaft and
with the typical and graceful palmetto
~.on the top—was unveiled on Monday
ohﬁl‘n‘wgs!- We take the following
acocunt of th¥r-important event from
the OColumbia Siate, whioh was furn-
ished that journal by its special corre-
spondent who was present. Ho says:

The exeoutive special with the pro-
visional regiment, arrived at Chatta-
noogs Monday morning shortly before
2 o'clock. The ride bad been a pleas:
ant one and the men had bohaved
themselves handsomely. They remained
in the cars in the Southera railroad
yard. A pumber of Columbisus and
Bouth Uarolina veterans were here to
meot the party. Monday morning the
news came that the veterans' special
had beon blocked by a freight wreck
nesr Atlanta and after a short timo it
was annunced that it counld not get
here until 12:45 p. m.

The Chattanooga committee, headed
by Capt. T. O. Thompson, called on the
governor and annoupced & reception st
the station hotel at 10:30 o’clook. Gen.
A. P. Btewart and Gen. Boynton salso
oalled, as did the Georgia delegation
oonliutins of Adjt. Gen. Robertson,
Asst. Adjt. Gen. Bird, Inspt. Gon.
Obear and several others of Gov. Cand-
ler’s staff, includlng Col. (Miss) Ger-
trude Morris. At the hour named the
governor and Gens. Floyd and Car-
wile, Col. J. H. Wilsox, of the Commis-
sion, Ools. Wilie Jones, Brantley, Folk,
Aull, Kohn, Hamer, Redding, Watson,
Moss, Frost, and Capts. Aughtry and
Hayatt, acocmpanied by the comuittee,
went to the stationand were met by
ladies and gentlemen. Prior to this
the governor had been serenaded and
he and several of the party were forced
to respond. The Chattanooga band
and Spenoce’'s Military band made de-
lightful musio.

“On the arrival of the veterans' spe-
oial here with Gen. Walker aboard,
both trains moved on to Lytle station,
many ladies coming aboard the private
oar. Un arriving at Lytle the regi
ment was quickly formed, horses be-
ing in waiting for the marshal and the
officars. There were also carriages for
the distinguished guests, the ladies
and the staff. In a short time the line

of maroch was taken up for the site of
the monument, The regiment made a
splendid show, carrying both federal
apd company colors, The regiment
marched as follows:

A HANDSOME SHAFT,

-As the veterans came up they looked
upon owu of the handsomeat monu-
ments in the pards It is built of South
Carolina granite, a fiv - gmblem, of the
heroic stand made by the Ularoliniane
on this field. Oa eitherside is & drownza

thie work. An iofantryman on one
side, an artilleryman oa the other.
South Carolina had no eavalry in the
battle. Crowning the wholeisa brorze
palmetto of exquisite workmanship
furpassiug in truthfuloess to pature
the wonderful brorzs palmetto at the
Stato housa. Oa the front of the up-
per stone is the shield of South Caro-
lina in bronzo.
THE INSORIPTION,

The inscriptions are as follows:

“*To her fsithful sons at Chicka-
msauga South Carolina erects this mon-
ument to eommeomorste the valor they
proved, and the lives they gave on this
vattlefield.”

DESCRIPTION,

The total height of the monument is
33 feet: The work was done by the
Stewart Stone company of Columbis,
axd refleots the highest credit on their
artistio taste and skill. Mr. Stowart
was hera to see that everything was
all right, The tree reached here only
Moaday. It was made by the Ames
foundry of Chicopee, Mass., and Mr.
Stewart is ju=t'» proud of the fine piece
of work, None have found fault.

it was neariy 4 o'clock Monday even-
ing when the South Carolina Provi-
sional regiment marching in fine style,
makiog a most craditable appearanoce,
headed by Col. Wilie Jones on & hand-
some black horse, made the ascent to
Saodgrass Hill and there stood at pre-
sent arms as the contingent of veter-
ans passed followed by ae members
of the commission, the governor and
staffl and distinguished guests, the
sponsors and the youuvg ladies who
were to do the unveiling. Thero was
quite a gathering waiting near the
stand, The mooument itself was
veiled with the Confederste nolors, red
and white, and between the folds
peered the brocza face of the statue of
the Confederate soldiers on the sides
as if scouting. On the extrcm) rear
of the stand was drapeda very largo
United States flag. Oa the stand, to be
boroe by men who had fought under
them, were the tattersd and torn flags
of the Tenth, Twenty fourth and Scy-
enth South Caroline regiments As
the party went upon the stand, tie
regimont was dismissed and the mon
listened to tho speeches. Gov. Mo-
Sweeney presided a3 chairmsn of the
commissisn. Near him upon the stand
sat Gen Walker, Gen. Uapers, Gen.
Boynton, Col. J. Bianding, of
Mexioan war fame, Gen. Uarwile, Gen.
Floyd, the Rev. Jno. Kershaw, veter
and from many portions of South Car-
olina, the adjutant general of Georgia,
members of the staff of ths governors
of South Carolina and Georgia, the un-
veilers, the aponsors, and othors. The
banner of Camp Hampton of Usluwbia,
borne by Mr. L. (. Levin, was deco-
rated with s iwagoifizeut wreath of pal
motto whioh was afterwards piaced on
ths monument.

which he wo cheerfully and rendily endured.

I'his spirit of patriotism prevailed not only
nmong the men of the south, hut the woman,
like the Hpartan mothers of old, sent their
#omd wod loved ones to the front with s cheer-
filness horn of u patriotisin  that will make
nny people great.  From the firet gun at Fort
Sumter until arms were stackoed nt Appomat
tox they endured hardships and privations
with a fortitude rarely equalled and never
excelled,

And when the Confederate soldler atacked
his arme snd furled forsvor the Hag which
he had followed through vietory and defent
and turoned bis faco homeward, shattered
naid worn, there were no vain regreta for the
poart he had played in the great dramn of
war, but with w cheerfulness unparrelled
wodd w spirt undaunted he began anew the
battle of life and the work of rebuilding his
lost fortunes snd todny there is no one more
resdy or more willing to respond to the de
fense of our common country than the Con-
federnte soldior. This was demonstrated in

our lnat war with Spain when Joo Whealer
saved the day at Hantingo and young Bagley

statute original and made spceislly foi-

laid his life upon the altar of his country.
It is meet nnd right that we should wdge

memory in bronze and stone, but better
still that it should be embalmed in the hearts
and lives cf those who are to come after us.
This we can do and st the same time accopt
the resull of the combat and still be true to
the fiag.

Thisis a proud day for South Carolina.
This beauatiful park has been purchssed by
the guoeral government, and each Siate hav-
ing troops engaged in this great battle has
been asked to mark the position of its troops.
Many of the States have already scled, and
nearly a half million dollars hsve been ex-
pended by sixteen Btates for this purpose.
Though tardy we have at last done our duty
and today we come to dedicate this monu-
ment to I{o memory of the brave Souih Caro-
linians who fought and fell on this historie

spot.

Carolina appoi
the position of her troopsand in 1834a com
mission to seleot eniiskle monumends, but it
was not until 1900 (Lat the means were pro-
vided to complete the work At that ses-
sion of the legizlature an appropriation of
$10,000 was made to ercot suitable monu-
ments, and the governor was authorized to
appoint a commission of three s, and
they, with the governor and the adjutant
general, were to have charge of the ereotion
of the markers and the monument. By
Fanthority of that act [ appointed as the
rs of this commission Gen. C. 1.

and dedication of this monument. It is a
glad day for all true sons of the Palmetto
Siate.

Deep gloom had settled upon the Confed
orate basner in July, 1863, for then Vicks-
burg had fallen and the terrible battle of
Getysbug had been fought. These disssters
were not encugh, but Counfederste energy
secmed paralyzed so far sa the army under
Gian, Bragg was concerned, for the Usiied
Siaies irees under Hosecrans had hy force
of number wnd superb military equipmeunt
drven the Arih= of the West through Chat-
tanooga into north Jleorgia along the baunks
of the Chickamnugn. ‘tiye iden was svized
upon by the military autdigrities al Rich-
mond to reinforce the depleted! gslumns uan-
der Dragg by two divisions of Lugogetreets’s
corps to be commanded by that old Wwr horse,
Gen, J. B, Hood. Bo hurried wedeg the
movements of the reinforceing coluamns ¥yat
Longstreet could not have his artillery ¢
reach the battlefield of Chickamauga, but the
two divisions under McLaws and Hood were
nagigued to the commsnd of the left wing of
Gen. Dragg s army.

On the duy of tne 20th of Seplember, 1863,
two gisnts in warfare grappied from right
tolett trom runrise to sunset The Yaukes
left was commanded by that superh roldier,
Uen. Geor- 1 H. Thom s, and 1o dislarge that
forew Gen, Brage ordered every effort to be
made, but thomus held his ground too firmly
to yield the field there. Theold war horse
Longstreet pressed the Yankee right and
centre With his troops and some of the
Yankees under Gordon Granger and Wood,
nad by the use of twelve or twenty pleces of
artillery at an angle the left wing of the
Yankee army under Thomas guvs way. Ihis
left the entire field in the possession of the
Lonfederates,

It is n glorious reflection that the valor of

Un toe nnon side the iosm in
this batte of & number of regiments waa
Ay per cent. of the men engaged and the
siwe loss was sustmned by wne treops on
the other side and Wea. Loogsireet in  his
history snys that his commund lost in two
bours nearly forty-four per cent. of s
sirength, *Thecharge of the light brigade
ol Baisklava has been made famous in song
snd bistory, yei thers were thirty union regi-
memtis 1hsi each lost 10U per cent. more men
at Uhicknwaugs sod mauy Confederate regi-
men's whose wortaliy exceeded this."

Un the night of tais day it was that Gen.
Breckenridges in auswering the oall of the
Houth Carouas troops said: I will not say
to whom the oredit 14 due, but ths is the
first occasion upon whion I have besu al-
lowed Lo sleep with my troops on s battie-
field which nas been fairly swad thoroughly
won," It was of this batiie also that Charles
A. Dana, asasiant secrecary of war, on the
field himsell, sent 1o bis goveroment this
dispateti:  *We have this day mat s seooud
Buit Run."”

Their resignations
were not requested by anybody, and uwder
the law they are only indireotly responsible
to the people through the legielwture, but
they forego their undisputed right 1o serve
out 1heir fterms and ask the citizens of
South Carolina to decide between them and
say whether or not they shall represent the
State in the United States senate. It is im
possibile to imagine the mors modern type of
slatesmpu—the corporation sttorney, the
paid agent sud roprescutative of trusts—re-
signing a seatin the wenate bought for him
by bis employers and asking the pecple to
confivm his title Lo it with their votes. No
doubt the action of Senslors Tiilman and
MeLaurin sirikes Senator Quay, for inatance
ns absurdly uixotio and unworthly of
men pretending o have any knowledge of
practical politics. To Henator Penrose it
must be the utterly incomprehongible freak
of two political lunatics, But 1o many il
seems rather u find thing thnt men in poli-
ties should recognize their responsibility o
the people and have the personal hopor and
dignity to refuse to hold otlice unless their
fitness shall be stlirmed by their feliow
citzens.
